24 Yahweh, you are just, so do justice for me.

34 Wait for Yahweh and keep God's way. 

Yahweh will promote you to possess the land; 
you will look on the destruction of the wicked. 

35 I have seen the wicked, overbearing 
and towering like a cedar of Lebanon. 

36 Again I passed by, and behold, they were no more; 
though I sought them, they could not be found. 

37 Mark the blameless and behold the upright, 
for there is a future for those of peace. 

38 But sinners shall all be destroyed; 

the future of the wicked shall be cut off. 

39 The salvation of the just is from Yahweh, 
their refuge in time of trouble. 

40 Yahweh helps them and delivers them— 
delivers them from the wicked and saves them— 
because they take refuge in God.

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my people, hear my teaching;

12 You did wonderful deeds in the sight of their ancestors 
in the land of Egypt, in the region of Zoan. 

13 You divided the sea and led them through; 
you made the water stand firm like a wall. 

14 You guided them with the cloud by day 
and with light from the fire all night. 

15 You split the rocks in the desert 

and gave them water as abundant as the seas; 

16 you brought streams out of a rocky crag 
and made water flow down like rivers. 

17 But they continued to sin against you, 
rebelling in the wasteland against the Most High. 

18 They willfully put God to the test 
by demanding the food they craved. 

19 They spoke against you, saying: 

"Can God spread a table in the desert? 
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20 When Moses struck the rock, water gushed out, 
and streams flowed abundantly. 

But can God also give us bread 
and supply meat for the people?" 

21 When you heard them, you were enraged. 

Your fire broke out against Jacob, 

and your wrath rose against Israel; 

22 for they did not believe in you 
or trust in your deliverance. 

23 Yet you gave a command to the skies above 
and opened the doors of the heavens; 

24 you rained down manna for the people to eat 
and gave them the bread of heaven. 

25 They ate the bread of the mighty; 

you sent them more than enough food to eat. 

26 You stirred up the east wind from the heavens 
and led forth the south wind by your power. 

27 You rained meat down on them like dust, 
birds like sand on the seashore. 

28 You made birds fall inside their camp, 
all around their tents. 

29 They ate until they had more than enough, 
for you had given them what they craved. 

30 But before they turned from the food they craved— 
even while it was still in their mouths— 

31 your anger rose against them; 

you put to death the strongest among them, 
cutting down the young of Israel. 

32 In spite of all this, they kept on sinning; 

in spite of your wonders, they did not believe. 

33 So you ended their days quickly 

and their years in sudden destruction. 

34 When you slew them, they would seek you; 
they eagerly turned to you again. 

35 They remembered that God was their rock, 
that God Most High was their redeemer. 

36 But then they would flatter you with their mouths, 
lying to you with their tongues. 
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37 Their hearts were not loyal to you; 
they were not faithful to your covenant. 

38 Yet you were merciful; 
you forgave their sin 

and did not destroy them. 

Time after time you restrained your anger 
and did not stir up your wrath. 

39 You remembered that they were but flesh, 
a passing breath that does not return. 

40 How often they rebelled against you in the desert 
and grieved you in the wilderness. 

41 Again and again they put you to the test; 
they provoked the Holy One of Israel. 

42 They did not remember your power— 

the day you redeemed them from the oppressor, 

43 the day you displayed your marvelous signs in Egypt, 
your wonders in the region of Zion. 

44 You turned their rivers to blood; 

they could not drink from their streams. 

45 You sent swarms of flies that devastated them 
and frogs that lay them waste. 

46 You gave their crops to the grasshopper, 
their harvest to the locust. 

47 You destroyed their vines with hail 
and their sycamores with frost. 

48 You gave over their cattle to the hail, 
their livestock to lightning. 

49 You unleashed against them your fierce anger, 
your wrath, indignation and hostility— 

a band of destroying messengers. 

50 You prepared a path for your anger; 
you did not spare them from death 
but delivered them to the plague. 

51 You struck down all the firstborn of Egypt, 
the firstfruits in the tents of Ham. 
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52 But you brought your people out like a flock 
and led them like sheep through the desert. 

53 You guided them safely, so they were unafraid, 
but the sea covered their enemies. 

54 Thus you brought them to the border of your holy land, 
to the hill country your right hand had won. 

55 You drove out nations before them 

and gave their lands to them as an inheritance; 
you settled the tribes of Israel in their homes. 

56 But they put you to the test 

and rebelled against the Most High; 
they did not keep your statutes. 

57 Like their ancestors they were disloyal and faithless; 
they recoiled like a faulty bow. 

58 They angered you with their high places; 
they aroused your jealousy with their idols. 

59 When you heard them, you were very angry 
and rejected Israel completely. 

60 You abandoned the tabernacle of Shiloh, 
the tent you had set up among them. 

61 You sent the ark of your strength into captivity, 
your glory into the hands of the enemy. 

62 You abandoned people to the sword; 

you were very angry with your inheritance. 

63 Fire consumed their young men, 

and their maidens had no wedding songs; 

64 their priests were put to the sword, 
and their widows sang no dirges. 

65 Then you awoke as from sleep, 

as one wakes from the stupor of wine. 

66 You beat back their enemies 

and put them to everlasting disgrace. 

67 Then you rejected the tents of Joseph. 

You did not choose the tribe of Ephraim; 

68 but you chose the tribe of Judah, 

Mount Zion, which you loved. 

69 You built a sanctuary like the high mountains, 
like the earth which you founded forever. 
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70 You chose David your servant 
and took him from the sheepfolds; 

71 from tending the sheep you brought him 

to be the shepherd of the chosen people of Israel. 

72 And David shepherded them with integrity of heart, 
guiding them with skillful hands.

50 Remember the insults hurled at your servant, 

how I have borne in my heart the accusations of the nations. 

51 So have your enemies taunted us, O God, 
taunted the successors of your anointed one. 

52 Blessed is God forever.

badgers hide in the rocks. 

19 You made the moon to mark the seasons; 
the sun knows the hour of its setting. 

20 You form the shadows, night falls, 

and all the forest animals prowl about— 

21 the lions roar for their prey 
and seek their food from God. 

22 At sunrise they retire, 

to lie down in their lairs. 

23 People go out to work 

and to labor until the evening. 

24 Yahweh, how many are the works you have created, 
arranging everything in wisdom! 

Earth is filled with creatures you have made: 

25 see the vast ocean 

teeming with countless creatures, great and small, 
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26 where ships go to and fro, 

and Leviathan that you made to play for you. 

27 All creatures depend on you 

to give them food in due season. 

28 You give the food they eat; 

with generous hand, you fill them with good things. 

29 If you turn your face away—they suffer; 

if you stop their breath—they die and return to dust. 

30 When you give your spirit, they are created. 

You keep renewing the world. 

31 Glory forever to you, Yahweh!

at your touch the mountains smoke!

"Canaan, your allotted heritage." 

12 When they were easily counted, 

few in number, strangers to the country, 

13 they went from nation to nation, 
from one kingdom to another people. 

14 God let no one oppress them 

and rebuked rulers on their behalf. 

15 "Do not touch my anointed," God said; 

"do not harm my prophets!" 

16 Then Yahweh called down famine on the country 
and ruined the crop that fed them. 

17 God sent ahead of them 
Joseph, sold as a slave. 

18 They tortured him with chains; 
they bound him in irons. 

19 In time, Joseph's oracle came true, 
and Yahweh's word proved him right. 

20 The ruler gave orders to release him. 

That master of nations set him free, 
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21 placing Joseph in charge of the household, 
ruler of all the leader possessed, 

22 to train the officials as Joseph pleased 
and to teach the elders wisdom. 

23 Israel then migrated to Egypt 
and settled in the land of Ham. 

24 Yahweh made the people very fruitful 
and more numerous than their oppressors, 

25 whose hearts God then changed to hatred of the people 
and to conspiracy against the servants of God. 

26 God chose and sent Moses and Aaron; 

27 they performed signs and wonders 
in the land of Ham. 

28 Yahweh sent darkness—made the land dark— 
but still they resisted God's word. 

29 God turned their rivers into blood, 
killing all their fish. 

30 Their country was overrun with frogs, 
even in the royal chambers; 

31 God spoke: flies and mosquitoes 
swarmed through the country. 

32 Yahweh sent them hail instead of rain, 
lightning flashed across their land. 

33 God struck down their vines and fig trees 
and shattered the trees throughout their land. 

34 Yahweh spoke: locusts came— 
grasshoppers, more than you could count- 

35 eating every plant, 

every fruit their soil produced. 

36 Then God struck down all the firstborn in their land, 
the entire first flowering of their fertility; 

37 then God led out Israel with gold and silver, 
and not one in their tribes was left behind. 

38 Egypt was happy to see them go; 
they had filled the land with dread. 

39 God spread a cloud to cover them 
and fire to give them light at night. 

40 They asked for food—God sent them quails 
and filled them with the bread of heaven. 
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41 God opened the rock— 

the waters gushed through the desert like a river. 

42 Thus, faithful to the sacred promise 
given to Abraham and Sarah, 

43 God led the happy people forward 
to joyful shouts from the chosen 

44 and gave them the lands of the nations. 

They took possession where others had toiled, 

45 on condition that they kept the statutes 
and remained obedient to God's laws.

10 So you, God, saved them from the hand of the foe 
and freed them from the power of the enemy. 

11 The waters covered their adversaries: 
not one of them survived. 

12 Then they believed God's promises; 
they sang praise. 

13 But they soon forgot these deeds. 

They did not wait for God's counsel. 

14 They gave way to their cravings in the wilderness 
and put God to the test in the desert. 

15 God, you gave them what they asked for, 
but sent a wasting disease among them. 

16 When in the camp they grew jealous 

of Moses, Miriam, and Aaron—the holy ones of God- 

17 the earth opened and swallowed up Dathan 
and buried the company of Abiram. 

18 Fire also broke out in their company; 
the flame burned up the wicked. 

19 They made a calf in Horeb 
and worshiped a metal idol. 

20 They exchanged the glory of God 

for the image of an ox that eats grass. 

21 They forgot God, their Savior, 

who had done great things in Egypt, 

22 wondrous deeds in the land of Ham, 
and awesome things by the Reed Sea. 

23 Therefore God threatened destruction— 
but Moses and Miriam, the chosen ones, 
stood in the breach 

to turn away God's wrath from destroying them. 
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24 Yet they despised the pleasant land, 
having no faith in God's promise. 

25 They murmured in their tents 

and did not obey the voice of God. 

26 So God raised a hand and swore to them 
that they would perish in the wilderness 

27 and their descendants would be dispersed among the nations, 
scattered over the lands. 

28 Then they submitted themselves to the Baal of Peor 
and ate sacrifices offered to lifeless gods. 

29 They provoked Yahweh to anger with their deeds, 
and a plague broke out among them. 

30 Then Phinehas stood up and intervened, 
and the plague was stayed; 

31 this has been reckoned to him as righteousness 
from generation to generation forever. 

32 They angered God at the waters of Meribah, 
and trouble came to Moses on their account; 

33 for they made Moses' spirit bitter, 
and he spoke words that were rash. 

34 They did not destroy the peoples 
as God had commanded them, 

35 but they mingled with the nations 
and learned their customs. 

36 They served their idols, 
which became a trap to them. 

37 They sacrificed their sons 

and their daughters to the demons. 

38 They poured out innocent blood, 

the blood of their sons and daughters, 
whom they sacrificed to the idols of Canaan; 
and the land was polluted with blood. 

39 Thus they became unclean by their acts 
and played the harlot by their deeds. 

40 Then the anger of Yahweh was kindled against the people, 
and God abhorred them 

41 and gave them into the hands of the nations 
so that their foes ruled over them. 
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42 Their enemies oppressed them 
and subjected them to their power. 

43 Many times, Yahweh, you delivered them, 
but they were rebellious in their purposes 
and were brought low through their iniquity. 

44 Yet, Yahweh, you had regard for their distress 
upon hearing their cry. 

45 You remembered the covenant for their sake 
and relented in the abundance of your great love. 

46 You won compassion for your people 
from those who held them captive. 

47 Save us, O God, 

and gather us from among the nations 
that we may give thanks to your holy name 
and glory in praising you. 

48 Blessed be the God of Israel 
from everlasting to everlasting! 

Let all the people say, "Amen!"

38 Yahweh blesses them, their numbers grow, 
and their livestock do not diminish. 

39 Their numbers had fallen; they had grown weak 
through oppression, disaster, and hardship. 

40 But pouring contempt upon the nobly born, 

God left them to stray in a pathless waste. 

41 Yahweh raises the needy out of their misery 
and makes them numerous. 

42 At the sight of this, upright hearts rejoice 
and wickedness must hold its tongue.
